It really happened, There are peo- 
ple who would doubt it; they would 
say that the American) stage is too 
well marshalled for such octurrences. 
But they never knew Cary Merle. 
And they never knew Kenton Gray. 

She could not be catalogued; she 
was too elfin—slight and fine, too cli- 
sive and rare. She was only half 
American. Her mother had been a 
great Spanish dancer, whose stage 
career had ended when she married a 
‘southern aristocrat, Cary danced 
from babyhood. Teaching her was 
the only outlet for her mother’s gen- 
jus. Dancing was woven into the 
child’s play; it was part of every 
mood—as natural as breathing: She 
herself did not drearh how wonderful 
she was and her father’s family 
frowned upon any trace of the 
mother’s disapproved though glorious 
past. 

Now she was alone, all her near 
relatives dead.. For a year she had 
been strugglihg in New York. She 
had gone to. managers, She was not 
the usual dancing type—was not in 
their dictionary; and they would not 
even give her the opportunity to show 
she “could dance. . At last one of 
them, calculating her decorative~ef- 
fect, gave her a chorus job in ‘the 
beautiful fantastic opera, “The En- 

“chanted Road.” 

Kenton: Gray was the composer and 
haunted every performance and every 
rehearsal with his kind, though weary 
smile.

-Are Canadians too modest? A famous Canadian thinks they 
are, and, while he would not like to gee them become boasters, he 
holds they should not deliberately hide their light. Do Canadians 
know that one of the recent important discoveries in the reduction 
of:metal was made by Canadians? When the oil flotation pro- 
cess of ore reducticn was invented an unprecedented demard arose 
for pine oil, a product of the turpetine industry of the southern 


United States, and the price of this oil rose to twenty times its or- : 


iginal level in a month. Worse than that, Canadian reduction 
plants; in Ontario, British Columbia, and other provinces, were at 
times unable to get the oil at any price. The mining companies, 
after spending considerable money in searching for a substitute, 
applied for help to the Minister of the Interior, who directed the 
Forests Products Laboratories of the Forestry Branch to.study the 
problem. One of the chemists of these laboratories, after working 


on the question for about nine months and collaborating in the fin- | 


al tests with experts in the Mines Branch, discovered that a waste 
product of the wood distillation industry; by a little refining, could 
be made to take the place of the expensive oil, The result is that 
ore reducing plants are now using this new and comparatively 
cheap product to the benefit of the whole indusfry.
